Yesterdsy William
Sprague, the ward assessor, reported to the
Counsy Commissioners that ne had com-
pleted the assessment of new buildings in
the ward for the 1803 assessment His
fizures show that the assessed valuation of
the new boildings erected in the ward in
18892 is §1,281,400. This makes the total as-
sessed valustion of the ward $10,232.080, the
highest valuation of sny ward or distriet in
the county.

IN ALL OF THX HOMESTEAD CASES.

Trune FEills Are Found Against All the
Supposed I'oisoners.

OFER THIRTY MEN SAID T0 HAVE DIED

Diamond is entting diamond in the many
cases growing out of the Homestead strike.
The Perkins Union Detective Agency, of
Pittsburg, is employed by the defense and
its men and the Pinkertons are coming to-
gether quite often tnese days in the most
unexpecied ways.

Gilbert B, Perkins, Superintendent ol
the agency, is rather uncommunicative on
the subject. Yesterday he said: “Is is
true we have been doing a little work for
the Homesteaders. It consisted chiefly of
subpaosing witnesses. 1 cannot say that
we have entered very deeply into the
work. We are here to do business, of
course, and those who have money can se-
cure our services."

For the past ten months there has been
a steady and quiet wariare carried on be-
tween the two agencies A Perkins man is
continually on the track of one of Pinker-
ton’s men and vies versn. Both sides
think that the other does not know of it
If s Perkins man strikes a lead, a detective
of the opposition forees gets on to it pretty
nearly as soon.

Playing Ring Around the Rosey,

Everybedy connected with the legal de-
pariment of the Carnegie Company is
watched closely, and often after they talk
to a stranger a Perkins mmn seeks an inter-
view with the same individual, Both sides
are contionally playing tricks on the other
by dropping wrong tips, which cannot be

vered until they are worked out.

Hugh F. Dempsey, Robert Beatty, Pat-
rick Gallagher and J. M. Daridson all had
true bills found sguinst them by the grand
jury for the poisoning of the mnon-union
men at Homestead. re are four counts
against each man. Two each charging them
with felonious assanlt and two each for ag-

 gravated a.ault and battery, The jury

based its findings on the injury done to
Willlam E Griffiths. The bill also adds
that the defendants were guilty of sdmin-

poison to many others, the names
of whom are unknown.

There were only four witnesses before the
jury., These were Dra A. P. Fogteman,
W. H. MecGeary and A. M. Barton, of
Homestead, and Dr. D. G. Foster, of Craf-
ton. They told of the number of cases they
had attended, and all but Dr. Foster had
administered to nearly 200 patients each.
A. H. Ames, H. C. Frick’s stenographer,
was before the jury. He was called to
identity Gallagher's econfession, which
was offered us evidence. Gal-
lagher and Davidson were held
in readiness to testify, but shey were not
needed. A nomber of othera were in the
waiting-room and it was considerable of &
surprise when it was found their evidence
was not to be used. The testimony of the
physicians is said to bave been very strong.
